cave of Mount Ida, in Crete. Jie was fed by 
the bees and the doves, and drank the milk 
of the goat AmaltLea, To present his eries 
reaching the ears of his father, the Curetes 
danced their war dances, clattering their arms 
acound his cradle. 

On the dethronement of Saturn, Jupiter 
divided his dominions with his brothers Nep- 
tune and Piuto. The postion which he re- 
served for himself was the Heaven; Earth 
and Olympus were common property. Jupi- 
ter w.o king of gods and men; the thunder 
wan hig weapon; and he carried a shield 
called Egis, made for him by Vulcan, which 
shen shaken sent forth storm and tempest 
The eagle was his favorite bird, the oak his 
sacred tree, 

The king of the Gods had a numerous 
progeny, both by mortal and immortal moth- 
ers. Themis bore him the Fates, the Seas- 
one, Peace, Order and Justice; Eurynome, 
the Graces; Mnemosyne, the Muses; the 
nymph Maia, Mercury; by Ceres, he had 
Proserpine; by Dione, Venus; by Latona, 
Apollo and Diana; by Juno, who was his 
queen and lawful wife, he was the father of 
Mara, Vulcan, Hebe and the Ilythia. 

The terrential loves of this god gave rise to 
a variety of adventures, and produced a co- 
pious list of gods and heroes. The following 
are a few of them: 

Alemena, the daughter of Eleetryon, waa 
betrothed to her cousin Amphitryon, but re- 
fused to acknowledge him as ¢ husband until 
he had avenged the death of her father on 
the Teleboans, During ‘his absence in the 
war against them, Jupiter, who had fallen in 
love with Alemena, assumed his form, and by 
narrating a tale of victory to the maiden, ob- 
tained her favor. The celebrated hero Her- 
cules was the son of Jupiter and Alemena, 

Antiope, daughter of Nycteus and niece of 
Lycus king of Thebes, was eurprised by Juni- 
iter in the form ofa satyr. Dreading the 
anger of her father, she fled to the town uf 
Sicyon, where she married Epopeus. Nye- 
l teus put an end to his life, charging his broth- 

er to take vengeance on Antiope and her hus- 
band. Soon afterward, Lycus slew Epopeus, 
and led Antiope back a captive to Thebes. 
[On the way she brought forth twins, whom 
her uncle exposed on the mountaine, where 


length ventured to mount upon his back: 
the god immediately hounded on the surface 
of the sea, and ran with bis lovely burden 
along it until he reached the isle of Crete, 
where he resumed his proper form, Europa 
beeame the mother of Minos, Rhadamanthus 
and Sarpedon. 

Adventures more becoming a king are told 
of Jupiter, Such are thore of his descent to 
earth to look into the conduct, of men. 

Hearing of the enormous wickedness of 
mankind, Jupiter came down to earth to ps- 
certain if what had reached his ears was true, 
The reality exeeeded the report. He came 
to the palace of Lycaon king of Arcadia, and 
made himself known, Lycaon derided his 

yretensions, and to try him set human flesh 

efore him for food. The god in indignation 
destroyed his house with lightning, and turn- 
ed its impious master into a wolf. 

Jupiter, accompanied by Neptune and Mer- 
cury, came down one time fo earth. It was 
late in the evening when they passed by the 
house of a peasant named Hyrieus, Seeing 
that they were wayfarers, Hyrieus pressed 
them to enter and partake of his hospitality. 
The gods accepted the kind invitation, and, 
pleased with their ente:tainment, they re- 
vealed to him their rank, and asked if he had 
any wishto gratify. The wife of the kind 
host was dead, and he had sworn never to 
marry another, yet he wished to have a child. 
The gods took the hide of his only ox 
which he had offered in sacrifice to them, and 
buried it inthe earth, Ten months after- 
wards, a child came to light, which he named 
Orion, and who became a mighty hunter, and 
was at last slain by Diana.

TUNNEL Mininc.—As we strolled along up 
the Moore's creck ditch a few afternoons 
since, we were very favorably impressed with 
the prospects of those who had taken hill 
claims in the hill immediately in the rear of 
the “News” office, and were tunneling, 
They are about the only miners we know of 
who are entirely independent of the cold 
weather, We went into one tunnel some 150 
feet to where they were taking out,the diet, 
and learned from the gentlemen who own the 
chim an are working it, that the dirt pays 


them on an average about $1,00 to the wheel- 
barrow load. They intend during the Winter 
to work in the tunnel with rockera; the water 
is abundant for that purpose, and of course 
never fteezes, so that the only difficulty in 
the way will be the tailings which will have 
to be removed every tew days; these will be 
taken in wheel-barrows to the mouth of the 
tunnel and dumped over the hill and will ine 
volve exposure to the cold, which after violent 
exertion and perspiration m the tunnel, may 
prove dangerous to health, The ground is of 
such a character that it requires no timbering 
to keep it up; itis a kind of hard cement 
quite aa secure as koi sandstone. If we ine 
tended to mine during the Winter we should
